The Father of the *“*Put”? and ‘*Call’’ 
System Getting Poor. 


How the Millionaire Money-Lender’s Fort- 
une Has Been Shrinking—The Cost of 
Being Friendly to Jay Gould—Mr. Sage’s 
Parsimony—LKight or Ten Millions Left. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disvatch. 

New Yors, February 27.—A little red cent looks 
as big as a cart wheel in the eyes of Russell Sage, 
and in arithmetical progression a trade dollar looks 


as poor as he is now. The belief prevails in Wal 
street that he could not at this time scrape to 
gether in all his possessions over $8,000,000 or $10,- 
000,000, at the outside. Before stocks began to 
shrink in the summer of 1881, Mr. Save's wealth 
was estimated to be close on to $25,000,000. He had 
been in with Jay Gould, in the latter's schemes, 
and in the flood tide of tuck that “littl man” was 
sailing on, tad made immense sums. Between 
1879 and 1851 be nearly doubled his fortune. In a 
single year, covering part of 1879 and part of 188%, 


the “street’ thinks he must have made 
$1,000,000 on his “puts,” “calis,” and 
other privileges aione. Where he made most 


of his money was in the Union Pacific, the Wabash

The Silver Men Dissatisfied With 
Cleveland’s Position. 


A Lively Wrangle Over the President- 
Elect’s Letter_Judge Reagan Highly Dis- 
pleased — Silver Coinage Advocates 
Criticize the Probable Cabinet.

Wasmtneton, February 27.—The silver men are 
very triumphant to-night over their success in the 
House in defeating the proposition to place legisla- 
tion repealing the coinage of the silver dollar upon 
the sundry civil appropriation bill. The majority 
obtained by the silver men was quite large. This 
vote is called a serious set-back to the new Adminis 
tration on account of the fact that Mr. Cleveland 
has written a letter to Congressman Warner favor- 
ing the suspension of silver coinage. This letter 
Was not wriiten to influence legislation in the House, 
but sent in answer to a letter from Judge Reagan, 
Warner and others, asking Mr. Cleveland to with- 


hold his opinions upon the subject un- 
til after the question had received 
consideration in - the House. The fact 


that Cleveland declined to acecept this sucgestion 
and was very explicit in the declaration of bis own 
op'nion in favor of the suspension of silver coinage. 
SuoWs that he hastve courage of his convictions, 
and that he is not to be controlled in his policy even 
v¥Y & majority of the Democrats of the Honse. It 
must be further remembered that his administra- 
tion will have nething to do with this House The 
body expires on the dth of next March, when his 
owe administration begins.

Wasniveror, D. C,, February 27.—Civil Engineer 
Menocal, in charge of the expedition tg survey the 
route of the proposed Nicaraguan Canal, reports to 
the Navy Department, under date of San Juan 
River, January 31. of the arrival of his party there 
on the 22d of January. A camp is being established 
near the junction of the San Juan and Serapiqui 
rivers. Some objection was offered by officials of

messenger was sent to San Jose for instruc- 
tions. in the meantime the survey was 
begun on the left margin of the San

Sprincrre.D, Inu... February 27.—It seemed like 
the interposition of Providence to spare Morrison 
from the almost certain defeat which seemed to 
stare him in the face when Representative Logan 
expired suddenly yesterday at the door of the 
House of Representatives, and deprived the Re- 
publicans of one of their surest and most stable 
votes for Logan. There was every indication that 
the developments of the joint session soon to be 
called to order wonld witness the inauguration of 
a stampede from Morrison, of which no one dared 
to predict the result. Morrison was deter- 
mined and gave no outward i indication 
of any fear of defeat or coming 
calamity, but none knew what might be going on 
in his mind. His has been a wearisome task and 
apparentiy a hopeless one, and the public often 
give expression totheir wonder at the apparently 
untiring tenacity with which Morrison and Logan 
hold on their forees and keep them in line.

The ex- 
plosion knocked seventeen officers and the men 
present off their feet.

The debates in the House during those last days

tenden made his farewell speech for conciliation and 
compromise, and at its conclusion presented the 
credentia!s of his successor,the then Vice-President, 
John C. Breckenridge. E. D. Baker, of California— 
killeda few months later at Ball's Bluff, fighting 
for the old flag he ioved so weil—thrilled the packed 
galleries with his impassioned eloquence. Douglas, 

Mason of Virginia and Trumbuil of Illinois hada

the victor. Up to that time I had thought him 

‘great only on the stump; then I recognized him as 
by far the greatest debater on the floor 
of Congress. He was almost alone politically in 

the Senate at that supreme crisis of National 

destiny, but was more than amatch for the com- 
bined forces of Democratic and Republican opposi- 
tion. Not a “Little Giant,” but a great one, was he 
who died when the country most needed his incom- 
parable services. His caief antagonist in this brill- 
ant passage at arms beinga stranger to us, my 
companion inquired of the doorkeeper, who stood

DRINK AND DIFFICULTIES. 


The Combination Drives Michael Bailey 
to Shoot Himeelf. 

Michael Bailey, a bar-tender about 35 years of age, 
shot himself three times in the head at 7 o'clock 
this morning in the second story hall-way of his 
lodging-house, 1325 Chestnut street, He was gener- 
ous enough to allow his wife to survive him. He 
gave no warning and left no word as to the cause of 
the deed as far as is known. He is addicted to 
liqguorand has been drinking heavily for several 
days past. Last night he went home in- 


toxicated and suffered from derange- 
ment of the nerves, bordering on delirium tremens, 
as his wife says he was raving neariy all night. This 
morning about the hour mentioned be arose and 
told his wife that he was going into the bath-room. 
A few moments aftershe heard a pistol shot. She 
rusted into the ball, only in4time to see her husband 
shoot bimself twice again in the head. At the first 
shot he teil on the floor of the rear hall, and then 
dragged himseif nearly into the bath-room, where 
he nnished the work by firing two more shots. An 
ambuiance was sent for and he was taken in an 
upconscious state directly to the City Hospital. 
Mrs. Bailey called svon after at the 
City Dispensary and said that her busband had been 
raving all night, but had said nothing about killing 
himeeif, and she knew nothing of bis intention un- 
tii sbe beard toe shots and saw him on tho floor. 
Sbe said he seemed to have outside troubles, which 
worried hun, but which she was ignorant of. 
Bailey bas always had steady employment and 
good pay, except when he was on aspree. Several 
days azo he purchased an interest in the saloon ou 
tae corner of Sixth and Pine, owned by Smith & 
Regenhardt. He took Smitu's slare 
in the concern, but was unable to 
meet his obligations and trouble had arisen over 
the matter, which has worried him. Richard 
Purcell, the bartender, said that Bailey has been 
under the influence of liquor ever since he came 
into the firm and acted strangely yesterday. Last 
night he was in the saioon and was noticeab'y 
queer. He trembled violently and would frequentiy 
strike his head with his hand. He was put on the 
car and sent home by Don Devinney. He told De- 
vinney to tell Purcell that he would be down early 
and open the saloon, The difficulty abaut the 
business of the firm wasto have been settied to- 
day. Mrs. Keith, the keeper of the boarding house 
where the act occurred, said she was awakened 
from sieep by the shots and arrived on the scene 
after the deed was done. She said there was no 
cause that she knew of for the act. The couple 
have been living at her house for nearly a year, aud 
have apparently tived happily together and he has 
bad no cause for jealousy. His wife has been 
patient with him in his sprees. 

Bailey's injuries are considered so severe as to 
preciude possibility of recovery.

A Fire Bug's Unsuccessful Attempt—Other 
Items ot News. 

A diabolical attempt at Incendiarism was made 
last night upon the dwelling of Frank Stacey, which 
is situated on the corner of Third and Bogy streets. 
Mrs. Stacey's account of the attempt to set fire to 
the house as follows: ‘About 8 o'clock last night, 
when we were all sitting down to supper, I smelt 
something burning, but thought nothing of it at the 
time.

Ames,which may result in the commitment of Henry 
Ames for contempt of court. On December 10 last 


the plaintiff obtained a judgment against 
the defendants on a note for $654 89. 
Scudder and Ames were indorsers on 
the note. and as there WAS nothing 


visible out of which the judgment could be made. 
Major B. D. Lee of Dyer, Lee & Ellis, the bank's 
attorney, asked for an order of court to examine 
Henry Ames as to his ability to pay the judyment 
in question. This was granted by Judge Barclay 
on Feoruary 19 last,.and the examination ordered 
to take place before Mr. Edward White at 417 Pine 
street, February 24. On that day both parties ap- 

eared by counsel and the examination began. Mr. 
fee elicited from Mr. Ames that he had received in 
1580, under _ his father’s will, about 
$64,000 worth of realty situated in this city. Among 
these pieces was a part of the Ames pork factory. 
Mr. Ames testified that he had transferred this for 
a nominal consideration to his sister, Mrs. Pierce, 
and that she had subsequently reconveyed this to 
him. He then mortgaged the property to Mr. 
Dormitzer for $15,000, and then sold the equity of 
redemption to Gerard B. Allen for $11,000, At this 
point the examination became intere-ting.

Mr. Lee asked that he be 
committed, and at this point the examination was 
postponed until the next day. The foilowing after- 


noon Mr. White refused tocommit Mr. Ames be- 
cause he said the statute gave aie referee 
no such power.

ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


An Ordinance to be Presented To-Night to 
the House of Delegates to Abolish Gas. 


" It looks just now asif electricity were ready for com- 


petition with gas for street as wel! as private light- 
ing, and that the question of gas monopolies may 
have at last received a settiement. The Heisler 
Electric Light Company, a home institution, have 
prepared an ordinance to be submitted to the 
House of Delegates to-night for lighting our streets 
in a manner far superior and cheaper than that of- 
fered by gas. They also offer private consumers, 
in case the Ordinance should pas, light for $i 25 
equal to 1,000 feet of gas; street iamps of 30 Candie 

ower for $18 per annum; and of 60-candle power 
or $30. A central station will at once be estab- 
lished, and coutracts have been sizned number 
over 1,000 lamps, among the promineat an 
largest subscribers being Tony Ts the 
pioneer of electric lighting in St. Louis, 
with 100 lights, wnich he contracted for at $300 per 
month, while his gas bill was $550. 

The district in prospect of lighting will be between 


4 Park avenue, Frankiin avenue, the Levee and Four- 


teenth street. Thirty candle-power will be rented at 
$3 per Month; 60-candie power at $6 per month, 
rties furnishing toe fixtures. The former im- 
practibility of transmitting the incandescent light 
over greal dis ances having been solved, a central 
station Can be located at the Bluffs in Illinois to 
transmit the current of thousands of lights on ve 
moderate sized conductors. Another serious diffl- 
culty beretof ore with tae incandescent lighting lay 
in the impossibility of making the tight of the lamps 
uniform,and in the fact that the breakage of &lan:p 
for street or private lighting would cause total 
darkness for tue balance of the night in case only 
one jamp was employed. Street _ posts 
have been desi by the Heisler 
Company, which will furnish a continuous lignting 
for one year. Four lamps will be placed on eac 
post, with only one lughted, leaving three ip re 
serve, which will automatically light in succession 
after the breakage of the one, Withsep- 
arate and independent wires for street lighting, the 
expense of extinguishing and ligating the lamps 
will be Completeiy abolished, already an enormous 
saving Compared with gas. The success of the

To-Day’s Execution Postponed—History of 
a Terrible Crime—William Neal's Connec- 
tion With the Deed and His Confession. 


Faaxcrort, Ky., February 27.—Lieut.-Governor 
Hindman bas granted Wm. Neal a respite for 
thirty days. Neal was to be hung at Grayson, Ky., 


Paes 2o'clock this morning William Neal re- 
ceived a tellegram from Acting Governor Hindman, 
granting him a respite for thirty days. Sheriff 
armstrong doubted the authenticity of the telegram 
at frst, and immediately telegrapted for confirma- 
tien. Hindman’s response was as the first, to save 
Neal's life. The guards were aroused and ina few 
minutes before the reception of the telegram Neal, 
accompanied by a heavy guard, started for the 
Eestern Kentucky Junction. to catch the train for 
Nt. Sterling. Matters were kept quiet until 8 o'clock 
his morning. When it became known much in- 
dignation was expressed by a majority of the peo- 
ple, while a few were fair, who expressed satisfac- 
ton. A large crowd was here to witness the hang- 
ing. Neal was overjoyed at the reception of the 


good news. 
HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 


The crime for which William Neal was to have 
suffered the extreme penalty of the law was the 
most brutal and revolting ever committed in Ken- 
tucky, and the circumstances fo!lowing it combine 
in making one of the most dreadful chapters in 
the history of the State.
